check against deterioration of the Arrack by 
the Retailers. 

4. — The Arrack will be issued to the Re. 
tailers at the price for which the Arrack Far. 
mers are bound to sell it, viz. five times the 
amouut of is original purchase by Gerern- 
ment—and the Cemmanding Officer of the 
Cantonmernt will authorize such additional 
price in retail as he may consider necessary 
to restrain the sale of the -Arrack, and to pay 
the retailers for their trouêle.—lt is ot in 
tended that any payment should be made by 
them for the Certificates or License.

LONDON June 1. 
HORRID ATIEMPTS AT ASSASSINATION. 

Two premeditated attempts at assassin- 
ation took place, the one on Friday night, 
at a Gentlemau’s house at am, near Riche 
mond; and the other at the village of Ap- 
pleton, near Harrow, on Saturday morn- 
ing. The foliowing are the patticulars of 
the latter case, according to depositions 
taken before Ms. Conant. of Marlborough- 
street Police-otice; on Suturday eventing. 

Mr. Burrows, a hay salesman, residung 
at Appleton, was suddenly attacked in his 
chaise, near his residence, by —— Bow- 
ler, a neighbouring farmer, who discharg- 
cd a blunderbuss at him, and todged the 
contents (slugs) in his neck and boy. 
The following testimeny of a Blacksmith 
at Appleton gives the whole case. ‘Fhe 
assassin, who is a man seventy years of 
age, called at the sutith’s shop, on horse- 
back, at five o’clock on Saturday morning, 
accompanied by his grand-son, and pra- 
duced a bluncderbuss, which he asked leave 
tomake the lock secure to go off, as he wante 
ed to shoot a mad dog. After he had done 
something to the lock, he left the piece in 
the shop, beving described itas being lead- 
ed, and walked hy the side ot the canal, 
whilst his grandson ted his horse about (he 
road, ‘Phe canal path courmanded a view 
of burrows’s residence, and atter walking 
there nearly two hours, he returned to the 
smith’'sshop, wheu Burrows was approactt- 
ing it, and having taken up the blunders 
buss, be met him und presented it, when 
Burrows caiieil ont “tor God's zake don’t 
shout me,’ «nd inclincd his head upon 
his legs. Phe assasstu, however, pulied 
te wieger, and Sutrows fell, when the 
former mouuted his horse, rode off, and 
was not secured yesterday.— The situation 
of the wounded man is very precarious; 
four slugs have been extracted from his 
neck and bead, but there are others in luc 
badly, one of which is supposed to have 
lodged near the blade bone. ‘Fhere arc 
some favourable symptoms, & some hopes 
are enteruained that life will besaved. Mr. 
Wood, a coal-merchaat, pursued te as- 
sassin as far as Beshy Heath, near Wate 
ford, and police officers have scoured the 
country. The cause of the diabolical act 
is said to have arisen: from some family 
jealousies. 'Phe parties had a litigation 
about a month since, when high words ae 
rose, but they had since been apparent 
good friends. The wouaded ran was pere 
fectiy sensible and composed at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 

In the: case of the other attempt at mur- 
der at Ham, the assassin is in custody, and 
was examined at Kingston oa Saturday. 
He was footmaa in a gentleiman’s famriy at 
Ham, and the object of his rancour was 
the ladies’ maid in the same family. The 
latter had sorae friends from boudon c:'l 
on her on Friday, and she accompanied 
them to Ham Fair, where she is said (wo 
have taken the arm of once of the company. 
The assassin had previously given her to 
understand he would shoot her if she took 
the arm ot any man, and an her entering 
the house, he verified his threat, by dis- 
charging a pistol at her loaded with slugs.
